The  student  recognition,  research  projects,  and  the  cultural  and 
intellectual  activities  made  possible  by  your  contributions  to  the  Fund 
are  an  essential  part  of  the  long-range  plans  for  a  greater  Ohio  Uni- 
versity.

Editor's  Note:  This  is  the  third  in 
a  series  of  articles  intended  to  bring 
alumni  "up-to-date"  on  developments 
in  their  respective  colleges  and  divi- 
sions at  Ohio  University. 

The  College  of  Education  at  Ohio 
University  is  a  professional  school.  Its 
formal  organization  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity dates  hack  to  1902.  Its  mission, 
partly  implied  in  its  title,  is  two-fold, 
first;  to  prepare  young  men  and  wo- 
men to  become  competent  members  of 
the  world's  most  respected  calling — 
the  teaching  profession  and,  secondly, 
to  assist  schools  and  school  patrons 
in  offering  the  best  educational  pro- 
gram possible  for  the  future  citizens 
■t  (  Mho  and  of  our  nation. 

It  has  been  said  that  artists,  musi- 
cian- ,md  mathematicians,  whatever 
their  race,  creed  or  nationality,  have 
a  common  interest  and  speak  the 
same  "language".  This  is  also  true  of 
teachers.  Teachers  the  world  over 
arc  given  the  responsibility  of  guiding 
and  preparing  boys  and  girls  to  de- 
velop and  share  the  society  in  which 
they  live. 

The  teaching  profession  appeals  to 
anyone  who  is  happy  when  working 
with  people,  for  the  welfare  of  people 
of  all  ages.  The  gre.it  contribution 
rendered  mankind  by  the  teaching 
profession  through  the  ages  has 
brought  to  it  the  respect  which  it  so 
rightly  deserves.  The  world  can  pro 
mly  so  long  as  the  accumulated 
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knowledge  of  man  is  passed  on  from 
one  generation  to  the  next.  This  is 
the  teacher's  responsibility.  The  eval- 
uation of  man's  learning  and  experi- 
ence to  determine  how  he  can  live 
better  is  necessary  to  assure  a  better 
world,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
teacher  to  give  him  an  appreciation  of 
values  which  will  make  it  possible 
for  him  to  chose  wisely.  What  great- 
er and  more  honorable  duty  could 
K    assigned  to  any  man. 

In  order  to  prepare  students  to 
accept  the  responsibilities  and  the 
honors  of  the  teaching  profession,  the 
College  of  Education  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity offers  work  leading  to  certifica- 
tion in  the  following  fields:  art,  busi- 
ness education,  elementary  education, 
health  and  physical  education,  high 
school  (the  teaching  of  various 
subjects),  home  economics,  industrial 
arts,  kindergarten  -  primary,  library 
science,  music,  speech,  speech  and 
hearing  therapy,  and  vocational  home 
economics. 

The  program  of  studies  for  teachers 
in  these  fields  is  accredited  by  the 
Department  of  Education  of  the  State 
of  Ohio.  The  offerings  of  the  College 
of  Education  are  also  accredited  by 
the  American  Association  of  I'niver 
sides,  the  American  Association  of 
Teachers  Colleges,  the  North  Central 
Accrediting  M\d    Ohio

I 'pon  satisfactory  completion  of  a 


four-year  program  in  any  of  the 
teaching  fields  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion grants  the  degree  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Education.  This  degree 
represents  the  successful  completion 
of  a  program  designed  to  develop 
competence  in  three  areas:  (1)  In 
the  broad  awareness  of  the  import 
ance  of  all  fields  of  knowledge.  (2) 
In  the  deeper  study  of  the  particular 
subject  matter  areas  in  which  the 
student  seeks  undergraduate  a 
necessary  for  teaching  these  subjects 
(3)  In  the  understanding  of  the  pro 
fessional  responsibilities  of  teaching 
and  the  demonstrated  skill  in  meeting 
them. 

The  College  offers  four  mam  types 
of   degree   programs: 

Elementary  education.  This  pro- 
gram prepares  one  for  teaching  in  the 
kindergarten,  primary,  or  intermedi- 
ate grades,  with  specialization  in  one 
of  these  areas.  Despite  the  recent 
considerable  improvements  in  salary 
and  other  inducements,  the  demand 
tor  qualified  elementary  teacher-,  both 
men  and  women,  in  Ohio  l-  expected 
to  be  about  three  times  the  supply  for 
the  next  five  or  six  years. 

Secondary  education.  Thi-  pro 
gram  will  prepare  one  for  teaching 
any  of  the  academic  fields  in  high 
school.  The  student  who  plans  to 
teach  at  this  level  will  be  prepared 
in  two  or  more  minor  teaching  sub-

Health  Center  Opens 

The  university's  Student  Health  Service  is  now  func- 
tioning in  its  recently-completed  $500,000  building,  which 
opened  just  one  year  after  construction  was  started. 
Dedication  ceremonies  and  an  "open  house"  will  be  held 
m  the  spring. 

The  new  health  center,  one  of  the  most  modern  to 
he  found  on  any  university  campus,  includes  a  complete 
basement  and  three  upper  floors.  Of  Colonial  design 
with  a  tower,  the  red-brick,  loft-type  structure  harmonizes 
with  the  general  architectural  pattern  of  the  campus. 

The  main  entrance  of  the  building,  located  to  the 
rear  of  the  president's  home,  faces  E.  Union  St.,  with  an 
exit  on  College  St.,  for  vehicular  traffic.  The  basement 
of  the  building  includes  a  cafeteria  and  nurses  lounge. 
An  auditorium  seating  120  has  a  stage  and  provisions  for 
motion  picture  projection.  The  ambulance  or  emergency 
entrance  is  on  the  east  side,  along  with  kitchen  storage, 
first  aid  room,  physio-therapy  area,  additional  storage 
space,  and  living  quarters  for  student  assistants  who  are 
pre-med  students. 

The  first  floor  includes  the  doctors'  library,  administra- 
tive offices,  X-ray  room,  the  receiving  center,  laboratory, 
pharmaceutical  and  utility  room,  examining,  minor 
surgery,  and  sterilizing  rooms.  The  receiving  center  is 
connected  with  all  parts  of  the  hospital  by  a  teletalk 
system  which  has  12  individual  and  eight  paging  outlets. 

The  second  floor  is  devoted  to  the  bed  or  inpatient 
service,  with  1 4  rooms  normally  capable  of  accommodating 
40  patients  and  50  in  an  emergency.    It  includes  an  isola-

tion  area  of  five  rooms.  The  top  floor  has  rooms  for  staff 
members  who  will  live  at  the  center. 

Dr.  E.  Herndon  Hudson,  director  of  the  center,  said 
that  in  the  12  months  ending  last  May  31  more  than 
35,000  outpatient  treatments  were  given  at  the  old  center 
in  the  Agriculture  Building  basement.  In  the  same  period, 
799  students  were  admitted  as  bed  patients  for  a  total  of 
2,096  days,  an  average  of  2.6  days  for  each  patient.  The 
center  maintains  a  regular  service  schedule,  but  emergency 
facilities  are  available  at  all  times. 

The  center's  services  are  only  for  students.  A  sem- 
ester fee  of  $7.50  entitles  a  student  to  use  the  center, 
which  can  perform  nearly  all  medical  services  except 
major  surgery. 

In  addition  to  Dr.  Hudson,  three  other  doctors  are  on 
the  health  center  staff,  which  includes  nine  nurses,  a 
technician,  and  a  superintendent-matron.

jects,  carefully  selected  in  consultat- 
ion with  advisers  or  with  the  dean  of 
the  College,  in  addition  to  his  major 
field. 

Teaching  special  subjects.  Such 
special  subjects  as  art,  commerce, 
home  economics,  industrial  arts, 
music,  physical  education,  or  speech 
are  ordinarily  not  limited  to  any 
grade  level. 

Combined  elementary  -  secondary 
education.  Through  this  comprehen- 
sive program,  one  may  qualify  both 
as  an  elementary  school  teacher  and 
as  a  teacher  of  certain  academic  sub- 
jects in  high  school.  Regular  certifi- 
cation at  both  levels  will  be  granted 
by  the  State  of  Ohio  Department  of 
Education  to  graduates  of  this  pro- 
gram. This  broad  preparation  for 
teaching,  without  undue  sacrifice  of 
subject-matter  specialization,  is  parti- 
cularly appropriate  if  one  is  looking 
forward  eventually  to  posts  of  respon- 
sibility as  a  supervisor  or  administra- 
tor. 


In  view  of  the  teacher  shortage  the 
College  of  Education,  cooperating 
with  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, offers  two  programs  which 
lead  to  four-year  provisional  certifi- 
cates to  teach.    These  programs  are: 

The  Three-year  Diploma  Courses, 
for  those  who  wish  to  become  kinder- 
garten-primary or  intermediate  grade 
teachers,  and  the  Special  Cadet  Pro- 
gram, a  two-year  program,  which  in- 
cludes a  broad  liberal  background,, 
and  concentration  on  direct  profes- 
sional preparation. 

To  insure  the  continued  growth  of 
our  teaching  graduates,  the  College 
of  Education  has  an  excellent  field 
service  available  to  teachers,  prin- 
cipals, and  Superintendents.  The  re- 
sults of  research  and  experimentation 
in  education  carried  on  at  this  College 
and  at  colleges  of  education  and 
teachers  colleges  throughout  the 
nation  are  available  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity. 

The  number  of  alumni  of  the  Col- 
lege   of    Education    who    join    with 


alumni  of  other  teacher  training  in- 
stitutions to  return  here  for  graduate 
work  in  education  and  related  fields 
is  large  indeed.  The  program  of 
graduate  studies  is  being  constantly 
enlarged  so  that  the  needs  of  students 
in  all  areas  of  educational  specializa- 
tion may  be  met. 

The  faculty  of  the  College  of  Ed- 
ucation at  Ohio  University  who  are 
responsible  for  the  excellent  achieve- 
ment which  has  been  made  here  are 
proud  of  the  role  they  have  played. 
Those  who  have  joined  its  ranks  more 
recently  are  honored  indeed  to  be 
associated  with  them. 

All  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
College  of  Education  salute  its 
thousands  of  alumni  who  have  done 
their  job  so  well  in  the  classroom  and 
in  the  home;  as  teachers,  administra- 
tors, homemakers,  and  statesmen;  in 
Ohio,  throughout  our  nation  and 
over  the  world.

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The  Center  for  Educational  Service, 
established  in  1947,  is  a  relatively 
new  division  of  the  College  of  Edu- 
cation, and,  as  its  name  suggests,  is 
designed  to  make  available  the  re 
sources  of  the  College  of  Education 
and  the  university  to  educational 
worker  s — teachers,  administrators, 
and  supervisors — and  to  boards  of 
education  and  the  public  in  communi- 
ties served  by  Ohio  University. 

Director  F.  H.  McKelvey  states 
that  the  center's  chief  functions  arc: 
(1)  To  provide  consultant  services 
in  such  areas  as  curriculum  planning, 
use  of  community  resources,  audio* 
visual  education,  guidance  programs, 


school  -  community  relations,  and 
supervisory  and  administrative  prob- 
lems. Such  consultative  service  may 
involve  one  or  several  staff  members 
and  may  be  a  single  meeting  or  a 
series  of  conferences  and  meetings. 
(2)  To  conduct  school  surveys  of 
educational  programs  and  curricula, 
school  building  and  site  needs,  and  or- 
ganization of  school  districts.  (3) 
To  assist  in  solution  of  professional 
problems  through  off-campus  and  on 
campus  workshops.  (4)  To  promote 
conferences  on  vital  problems  con- 
fronting public  education.  (5)  To 
publish  those  studies  and  reports

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Editor's  Note:  This  is  the  fourth  in  a 
series  of  "s\etches"  of  faculty  mem- 
bers in  the  order  of  their  seniority 
on  the  Ohio  University  teaching  staff. 

It's  dangerous  to  try  to  character- 
ize a  person  with  adjectives.  One 
runs  the  risk  of  oversimplification 
quite  unfair  to  the  subject. 

To  term  A.  W.  Boetticher,  '17, 
associate  professor  of  botany,  "com- 
petent, sincere,  friendly"  without 
amplifying  the  terms  is  very  close 
to  platitudinous.  But  ask  his  teacher 
colleagues  and  his  students  what  they 
think  of  A.  W.  Boetticher,  the  man 
and  the  teacher,  and  odds  are  you'll 
get  such  adjectives.  You'll  also  get 
amplification. 

They  find  support  for  the  "friendly" 
label  in  his  consistent  attitude  of 
helpfulness  toward  both  his  fellow- 
teachers  and  his  students.  About  the 
latter  he  has  a  deep  concern  for 
both  their  academic  and  non-academic 
welfare. 

Testimony  shows  that  Professor 
Boetticher,  a  teacher  45  years,  34  of 
them  at  Ohio  University,  long  ago 
found  the  key  to  what  might  be  the 
secret  to  successful  and  satisfying 
teaching.  H;s  is  not  the  merely  ade- 
quate   approach    of    the    pedagogical 


guide,  but  that  of  the  friend  and 
counselor  as  well. 

His  competency  is  evidenced  by  his 
record  of  service  to  his  university  and 
his  profession,  the  success  of  the  stu- 
dents who  learned  through  him,  and 
the  esteem  in  which  he  is  held 
by  his  associates — both  students  and 
teachers. 

That  he  is  fundamental — he  wants 
to  do  the  job  he  is  supposed  to  do 
without  superficial  flourishes — is  in- 
dicative of  his  sincerity. 

After  serving  as  an  undergraduate 
assistant  instructor  in  the  Department 
of  Civic  Biology  under  the  late  Dr. 
W.  A.  Matheny,  Professor  Boetticher 
was  made  an  instructor  following  his 
graduation  in  1917.  In  191S  he  did 
forest  field  work  with  the  federal 
government,  returning  to  the  univer 
sity  as  an  assistant  professor.  He 
received  his  M.  S.  degree  from  Ohio 
State  in  1929  and  was  named  an  as- 
sociate   professor. 

He  has  seen  the  university  grow 
from  1,000  students  to  its  present 
nearly  6,000,  with  its  corresponding 
increase  in  service  to  its  own  and 
to  the  community.  And  he  is  con- 
fident it  has  not  yet  reached  the 
"zenith  of  its  service." 

Prior  to  coming  to  Ohio  Univer 
versity,  Professor  Boetticher  attended 
Wooster  College  (then  Wooster  Uni- 
versity) and  had  been  i  teacher  and 
administrator  in  rural  schools.  He 
did  further  research  at  Ohio  State 
in  1934  and  1935. 

Listed  in  American  Men  of  Science. 
Professor  Boetticher  is  a  member  ot 


the  American  Association  for  Ad- 
vancement of  Science,  charter  mem- 
ber of  the  American  Association  of 
Taxonomists,  and  a  member  of  the 
Ohio  Academy  of  Science. 

Retirement  to  his  farm  just  out- 
side of  Athens  is  not  far  off,  the 
veteran  teacher  admits,  but  he  terms 
that  retirement  "just  a  change  in 
general  occupations,"  and  says  that 
for  him  there  will  always  remain  "the 
rich  associations  and  fine  friendships 
that  have  been  a  part  of  a  long  teach- 
ing career."

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IN  WHAT  IS  believed  to  be  an  un- 
usual token  of  esteem  of  a  student 
governing  body  for  the  administra- 
tion of  a  university,  Ohio  University's 
Student  Council  recently  presented 
President  John  C.  Baker  with  a  Stu- 
dent Council  Key  and  honorary 
membership  in  the  organization. 

The  presentation,  at  the  council's 
annual  Christmas  banquet,  was  made 
by  Ardath  Hansen,  Athens,  vice- 
president,  in  recognition  of  the  presi- 
dent's "strong  support  of  and  confi- 
dence in  the  council  and  his  friend- 
ship to  its  members  in  the  past  years."

A  NON-THESIS  PROGRAM 
for  the  master  of  education  de- 
gree has  been  approved  for  graduate 
students  at  Ohio  University,  effective 
with  the  1950  summer  session. 

The  program,  designed  and  ap- 
proved by  the  graduate  school  council 
in  line  with  student  requests  for  such 
a  system,  is  designed  especially  for 
teachers,  administrators,  and  others 
engaged  in  and  preparing  for  edu- 
cational work  in  public  schools.  The 
program  is  available  to  any  student 
whose  major  is  in  a  subject  taught 
in  the  public  schools. 

Graduate  students  already  started 
on  the  thesis  program  may  shift  to 


the  non-thesis  basis,  provided  such 
a  move  is  approved  by  the  committee 
on  graduate  study  of  their  major  de- 
partment, and  if  all  other  require- 
ments of  the  non-thesis  program  are 
approved. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Gamertsfelder,  dean  of 
the  Graduate  College,  points  out  that 
the  new  program  does  not  apply  to 
all  fields  in  master's  degrees  at  pre- 
sent and  that  it  is  not  designed  to 
eliminate  the  thesis  program  for  grad- 
uates except  in  fields  where  the  idea 
can  best  be  applied. 

FIRST  OHIO  SHOWING  of  some 
100  photographs  by  Clarence 
Hudson  White,  world  famous  photo- 
grapher-artist, who  was  born  at  West 
Carlisle  (Coshocton  County),  was 
held  recently  at  Ohio  University. 

Works  of  the  renowned  photo- 
grapher, father  of  Clarence  H. 
White,  Jr.,  visiting  lecturer  in  photo- 
graphy at  Ohio  University,  have  been 
exhibited  all  over  the  world,  and  he 
is  represented  in  museum  collections 
in  New  York,  Philadelphia,  London, 
Paris,  Berlin,  Vienna,  and  other 
cities.     His   is    the    largest    collection 


of  prints  by  any  photographer  in  the 
Library  of  Congress. 

He  was  a  teacher  at  Columbia  19 
years  and  founder  of  the  Clarence  H. 
White  School  of  Photography  in 
New  York  City.  His  students  in- 
cluded Margaret  Bourke-White,  An- 
ton Bruehl,  Paul  L.  Outerbridge,  and 
many  other  ranking  professionals.  He 
died  in  1925. 

The  New  York  school  was  con- 
tinued by  Mrs.  White  and  later  by 
Clarence,  Jr.,  who  also  assumed  the 
Columbia  University  position  when 
it  was  reestablished  in  1940.  Both 
that  position  and  the  New  York 
school  were  discontinued  in  1942.

Miss 
Magnes  came  to  the  campus  after  a 
soloist  appearance  with  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra  and  a  recital  in  Columbus. 
Last  month  the  famed  Paganini  string 
quartet  was  heard  in  a  convocation 
recital. 


Student  Council  Honors  President 
for  support  of  and  confidence  in  the  council' 
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Director  of  Admissions  Frank  B.  Dilley  has 
announced  that  now  is  the  time  (or  all 
students  who  plan  to  enter  Ohio  University 
in  the  fall  ol  1950  to  make  their  applications 
for  admission  and  for  rooms  in  the  residence 
halls  of  the  university.  This  is  especially 
true  for  women,  he  said,  but  not  so  urgent 
for  men,  who  can  live  in  town  if  they  cannot 
be  given  university  housing.  Women  appli- 
cants should  apply  not  later  than  May  or 
early  June,  since  all  women  are  expected 
to  live  in  the  university  residence  halls.  He 
pointed  out  that  applications  for  admission 
and  for  rooms  may  be  made  at  the  com- 
pletion  of  the   junior   year   in   high   school. 

Beginning  with  the  fall  of  1950,  out-of- 
state  high  school  graduates  who  are  in  the 
upper  50  per  cent  of  their  class  may  be 
eligible  to  enter  Ohio  University.  Prev- 
iously, out-of-state  enrollment  was  restricted 
to  applicants  in  the  upper  one-third  of 
their  high  school  graduating  group. 

In  making  the  announcement  of  the  re- 
vised admission  policy  for  out-of-state  ap- 
plicants, Dr.  Dilley  emphasized  that  sons 
and  daughters  of  alumni  living  outside  of 
Ohio  should  not  hesitate  to  make  applica- 
tion for  admission  He  expects  to  be  able 
to  admit  all  of  them.

tions, its  problems,  and  its  iccomplishments.) 

The  number  one  problem  at  Ohio  University  today  is  to  let  you, 
the  alumni,  know  what  has  occurred  m  the  past  few  years  at  your  Univer- 
sity. Briefly,  we  have  been  building  in  every  way  on  the  University's 
great  traditions— elaborating  and  improving  on  ideas  and  past  policies 
which  you  remember  so  well.  Because  of  these  many  changes,  the  problem 
we  at  the  University  face  is  one  of  communication — of  conveying  to  you 
and  to  the  public  news  of  the  University.  We  can  partially  solve  this 
problem  by  articles  and  pictures  in  the  Alumnus  and  in  the  Green  and 
White  describing  the  physical,  cultural,  and  intellectual  growth  that  has 
occurred  in  recent  years,  and  you  can  pass  this  news  on  to  others.  This, 
however,  tells  only  part  of  the  story;  a  complete  solution  to  this  problem 
will  depend  on  you — on  your  visiting  your  Alma  Mater.  Only  by  seeing 
and  feeling  what  has  occurred  here  in  recent  years  can  you  really  learn 
to  know  your  present-day  University.  We  hope  you  will  return  any  time 
— at  Commencement,  Homecoming,  Mother's  and  Dad's  Day,  or  any  other 
time  it  is  convenient  for  you  to  do  so.  We  want  you  to  know  your 
University  as  it  is  in  1950. 

The  most  noticeable  changes,  of  course,  will  be  physical  ones,  the 
many  new  buildings  which  have  been  erected  here  and  there  on  the 
campus.  In  addition,  many  old  buildings  have  been  completely  renovated. 
Over  five  millions  of  dollars  have  been  spent  on  this  program,  and  when 
you  visit  us  you  will  see  new  dormitories,  classroom  buildings,  a  swimming 
pool,  chemistry  and  engineering  buildings,  the  renovation  of  Cutler  and 
Ewing  Halls,  and  other  improvements. 

The  educational  changes  are  also  great.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  over 
the  last  eight  years  the  faculty  and  administration  have  completely  re- 
viewed our  entire  educational  program.  New  courses  have  been  added, 
many  old  courses  have  been  dropped  or  combined,  and  objectives  have  been 
clearly  outlined  in  all  departments.  Your  University's  concern  is  quality 
work  in  every  department.  Its  interest,  as  always  in  the  past,  is  directed 
at  the  individual  student  and  not  at  mass  education.  In  raising  standards, 
it  is  not  our  function  simply  to  make  it  harder  so  that  more  students  are 
"flunked  out"  but  rather  to  help  individual  students  succeed  according  to 
their  abilities.  Good  examples  of  this  philosophy  are  the  Speech  and 
English  programs.  It  has  long  been  recognized  that  training  in  English 
in  high  school  and  college  has  been  inadequate.  Today  the  new  program 
aims  to  help  every  student  excel  in  written  and  spoken  English.  Special 
clinics  have  been  established  for  those  who  have  not  been  properly  trained 
in  past  years  and  need  individual  help  to  attain  a  certain  level  of  pro- 
ficiency. An  advanced  course  has  been  organized  in  English  for  the  top 
three  per  cent  of  the  class  so  that  this  group  may  receive  special  advanced 
instruction.  I  am  sure  you  will  be  delighted  with  the  enthusiasm  and 
support  among  students  for  this  modern  educational  program

Here  a  collec- 
tion ot  materials  from  public  school 
systems  and  universities  from  all  parts 
I  in  .1  States  forms  a  eurric 
administrative  laboratory. 
These  materials  are  available  to  stu- 
dents and  staff  members  for  on- 
campus  courses,  to  workshop  and 
study  groups  for  resource  material, 
and  selected  items  may  he  loaned  to 
teachers  and  administrators  for  com- 
mittee work  m  their  own  school 
systems. 

The  center  currently  is  assisting 
study  groups  of  the  county  and  ex- 
empted village  and  city  superintend- 
ents in  the  areas  of  elementary 
curriculum,  secondary  curriculum, 
and  supervision,  with  Dr.  W.  A.

Driving  down  the  home  stretch  in 
their  20-game  schedule,  Ohio's  cagers 
are  hoping  Lady  Luck  will  ride  with 
them  as  they  strive  to  salvage  an  hon- 
orable average  in  the  won  and  lost 
columns  for  the  first  season  under 
Coach  Jim  Snyder. 

With  only  three  wins  in  their  first 
eleven  games,  lack  of  experience  on 
the  part  of  most  of  the  players  has 
been  a  decided  factor  in  many  of  the 
eight  games  that  have  been  dropped 
to  the  opponents. 

After  a  losing  streak  extending 
over  five  games,  the  Bobcats  tacked 
on  their  third  win  Jan.  28  when  they 
tripped  the  Miami  Redskins  79  to 
70  before  the  home  fans,  their  second 
Mid  -  American  Conference  win 
against  three  losses,  but  still  good  for 
third  place  behind  Western  Michi- 
gan (3  and  1)  and  Cincinnati,  with 
five  straight  league  wins  and  no  losses. 

Winning  only  one  game  in  four 
played  prior  to  the  Christmas  vaca' 
tion  period,  the  Bobcats  started  the 
1950  section  of  the  schedule  with  a 
decisive  84  to  66  victory  over  West- 
ern Reserve  on  the  latter's  home  floor, 
but  then  ran  into  some  of  their  tough- 
est opposition  and  dropped  five 
straight  tilts. 

Dayton,  at  the  time  riding  high 
with  only  one  loss  in  14  games,  rap- 
ped the  Bobcats  71  to  61  on  the  home 
floor,  but  the  Flyers  saw  their  re- 
markable record  shot  full  of  holes 
the  final  week  in  January  when  they 
played  four  straight  nights  on  the 
road  and  came  out  on  the  short  end 
of  the  count  in  each  tilt.  The  Bob- 
cats get  another  try  at  the  Flyers  Feb. 
7  at  Dayton. 

Western  Michigan,  with  its  sopho- 
more players  having  a  decidedly 
"hot"  night,  trounced  Ohio  81  to  56 
at  home,  and  then  the  Bobcats  hit 
the  road  to  suffer  a  74-54  loss  at 
Bowling  Green  and  a  57-38  defeat 
by  the  Cincinnati  Bearcats  at  the  new 
Cincinnati  Gardens.  The  Bearcats 
came  to  Athens  four  nights  later  and 
walloped  the  Bobcats  76  to  51,  after 
the  two  teams  had  played  on  even 
terms  during  the  first  half. 

Supporters  of  the  team  are  hoping 
the  boys  may  have  found  themselves 
in  the  Miami  game  and  can  go 
through  the  remainder  of  the  schedule 
with  much  greater  success.  But  there 
are    no   breathers   on    that   schedule, 


with  Butler,  Dayton,  Western  Re- 
serve, Muskingum,  Miami,  Akron, 
Marietta  and  Western  Michigan  re- 
maining to  be  played. 

Despite  the  preponderance  of  de- 
feats on  this  year's  record  to  date, 
the  current  Bobcats  are  in  about  the 
same  position  as  last  year's  squad 
which  won  six  games  in  its  22-game 
schedule.  Both  had  only  three  wins 
in  their  first  1 1  games,  but  this  year's 
team  has  collected  633  points  to  587 
for  last  year's  mark. 

Currently  the  Bobcats  hold  a  na- 
tional rating  in  free  throw  shooting, 
ranking  16th  with  a  64.9  average  in 
the  latest  tabulation,  but  they  boosted 
their  average  to  65.8  mainly  by  vir- 
tue of  collecting  25  foul  goal  pointers 
in  31  attempts  against  Miami. 

Guard  Elwood  Sparks  of  Ports- 
mouth took  over  the  scoring  lead  in 
the  last  two  games  and  has  a  total 
of  122  for  11  games,  an  average  of 
11.1  per  contest.  In  the  past  few 
games,  Sparks  has  been  displaying  the 
deadly  set  shot  which  was  one  of  the 
big  factors  in  the  14-game  undefeated 
record  of  last  year's  freshman  team. 

Glen  Hursey,  sophomore  guard 
who  has  been  playing  at  a  forward 
berth  the  past  two  games,  rates  second 
honors  with  107  points,  while  Sopho- 
more Jack  Betts,  who  started  the 
season  at  forward  but  has  been  shifted 
to  the  center  berth,  holds  third  with 
70.  Phil  McKown,  a  veteran  player, 
currently  rates  in  fifth  place  with  5  8. 

COACH  BOB  WREN'S  freshman 
cagers    saw     a     winning    streak 
which    had    extended    through    three 
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seasons  and  nearly  20  games  come  to 
an  end  the  last  week  in  January  when 
they  dropped  three  straight  games 
after  marking  up  wins  in  their  first 
three  starts.  This  year's  frosh  carried 
forward  the  14-game  winning  streak 
of  last  year  with  wins  over  the  Theta 
Chi,  Sigma  Chi  and  Marietta  Frosh 
teams,  but  then  dropped  encounters 
with  the  Dayton  Kittyhawks,  Varsity 
"O"  and  Miami  Frosh. 

WITH  WRESTLING  back  on 
the  varsity  schedule  after  a 
one-year  suspension,  the  Bobcats  will 
engage  in  six  matches  this  year  under 
the  tutelage  of  Fred  Schleicher,  Ohio 
U.  graduate  of  1947  and  former  var- 
sity wrestler,  who  is  serving  as  a  part- 
time  coach  replacing  Thor  Olson, 
who  is  devoting  all  his  time  to  his 
duties  as  athletic   trainer. 

The  Bobcats  clinched  a  29  to  2 
victory  over  Findlay  College  in  their 
opening  match,  then  bumped  into 
the  strong  Waynesburg  grapplers  and 
took  the  short  end  of  a  27-5  count. 
Both  matches  were  held  in  the  Men's 
Gym  before  near  capacity  crowds, 
giving  evidence  that  the  mat  sport 
has  strong  appeal  to  the  student  body. 

The  Bobcats  face  four  more 
matches,  three  of  them  on  the  road, 
against  West  Virginia  on  Feb.  4, 
Western  Reserve  Feb.  1 1  and  a  re- 
turn with  Findlay  on  March  4.  The 
remaining  home  match  will  be  Feb.
